Dvaita Vedanta Studies and Research Foundation was 
established in 1983, with the object of research and 
publication of works in Indian Philosophy, particularly 
Dvaita Vedanta Philosophy of Anandatirtha (Sri 
Madhvacharya). 

For this purpose, a liberary is established. In this library, 
there are about 3,000 printed works of Sanskrit, English 
and Kannada. Some rare manuscripts are also collected. 

Dvaita Vedanta works published at Kumbhakonam 
during the years 1912-16, which are now not available, 
xerox copies of these are made available in this liberary. 
This library has been very useful for the research students 
and research scholars and scholars from abroad and 
scholars from outside Karnataka. 

So far, about 40 Sanskrit works of Vedanta and 
Purvamimamsa, 12 English works, and 8 Kannada works 
have been published. Among these, Brahmasutrabhasya 
with eight commentaries is published in seven volumes. 
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Bhagavata with the commentaries of Yadavarya and 
Satyadharma is published in 12 volumes. Nyayamrta and 
Tatparya Chandrika are published in three volumes. 
Rgbhasya with five commentaries has been published in 
two volumes. Seven Prakaranas out of ten have been 
published. 

A project to publish Nyayamrta with four commentaries 
namely, Nyayamrta Sougandha, Nyayamrta Kalpalata, 
Nyayamrta Madhuri. Nyayamrta Vivrthi has been 
undertaken. The Nyayamrta published earlier in 3 volumes 
contained Tarangini, Kantakoddhara and Srinivasatirtha’s 
commentaries. 

Gitatatparya with seven commentaries has been 
published with Kannada translation in two volumes. 

Among the English works, the Principal Upanisats 
translated into English according to Sri Madhvacharya’s 
Bhasya and Sri Raghavendra tirtha’s Khandartha has been 
published in two volumes. 

Visnutatva Nirnaya with English translation and notes, 
Rgbhasya with English translation and notes, Reign of 
Realism, the well-known work of Dr. Nagaraja Sharma, 
Brhadaranyakopanisad, a critical study by Dr. B.N.K. 
Sharma, Visnu Faith by Glasnap, Brahma is Visnu by Dr. 
D.N. Shanbhag have been published. 

Among Kannada works, “The life of Sri Madhvacharya 
and His Message’’ by C.M. Padmanabhacharya, History of 
Dvaita Literature by Dr. B.N.K. Sharma, History of Dvaita 
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Philosophy (Chapter in Das Gupta’s History of Indian 
Philosophy) are important. 

Dvaita Vedanta Foundation also organizes endowment 
lectures. About 50 Endowment Lectures have been 
instituted by donors. A short-term research project has also 
been introduced. Young scholars are asked to prepare a 
research monograph of about 60-100 pages, under this 
project. A cash award of Rs.3,000/- is awarded to each of 
these monographs. Sri D.K. Srinivasacharya, I.A.S. has 
instituted one such project in the name of his Sanskrit 
teachers. 

Prof. K.T. Pandurangi has instituted another such 
project, depositing Rs.30,000/-. So far about eight young 
scholars have received this award. 

At Dvaita Vedanta Foundation, a Computer Centre has 
been set up. Books published so far are made available on 
CDs. About 30 unpublished manuscripts have been 
scanned and stored in CDs.

Brahmasutra- 
Anuvyakhyana for presenting the for and against 
arguments of philosophical issues. Therefore Sri 
Jayatlrtha also has followed the same pattern and 
handles the philosophical details in Nyayasudha. He 
also reviews the views of the other schools of 
Indian Philosophy, particularly the Advaita school 
of Vedanta. This work is an encyclopedia of the 
major issues of Indian philosophy. 

It is edited with five commentaries. The commentary 
Vakyartha Ratnamala is a very detailed commentary. 
It refers to the grammar and purvamlmansa points

His Purvasrama father Pandurangi 
Ananda Bhattaraka was also a great scholar. He has 
written a commentary on Nyayamrta viz. 
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Kantakodhara. He was a contemporary of Sri 
Vadirajatirtha and brought Jayapatra from an 
Advaita scholar who wanted to have philosophical 
debate with Sri Vadirajatirtha. He did not appear at 
the time and place fixed for it. Hence, Sri Vadiraja 
tirtha entrusted the work of debating with that 
Advaita Pandit to Ananda Bhattaraka. Sri Vidyadhisa 
tirtha has also written some smaller works. 
“Ekadasi nirnaya” is important among them. 

Ekadasi is observed by the desciples of Uttaradi 
Matha, even today. This biography gives a detailed 
account of his journey all over India when he was at 
Gaya, he converted Gayavadas who were shaktas 
earlier to Madhva faith.

Wherever, there is 
difference of opinion between Sabarabhasya and 
Rumania’s Vartika, the opinion of both are 
recorded. It is not as large as Sastradlpika and as 
brief as Nyayamala Vistara. Its language is simple 
and clear. It is very helpful to study Purvamlmamsa 
Sastra. It is published in three Volumes.

This is a work of Sr! Appaya Dixita. In this work, 

he discusses the nature of apurva vidhi, niyamavidhi 

and parisankhya vidhi. He reviews the standard 

definition of these and points out the draw backs in 

these definitions.

In this volume two other works are 

included viz., Vidhirasayana dhusana of 

Saiikarabhatta and Vidhibhusana of Narayanabhatta.

bhatta explains the nature of vidhi in detail. These

These three works are very useful 
to the students and scholars of Purvamlmamsa. 

38. Nyayadhwadipika : Rs. 100 $ 3.95 

In this volume, three works viz., Nyayadhwadipika 
of Sri Vijayendratlrtha, Upakrama Parakrama of Sri 
Appaya Dixita and Upasamhara Vijaya of Sri 
Vijayendratlrtha are included. The first work gives a 
detailed account of Purvamlmamsa topics in simple 
and clear language. The second work states that, 
when there is a conflict between Upakrama and 
Upasamhara, Upakrama has to be preferred. The 
third work on the contrary argues that Upasamhara 
be preferred. This controversy is discussed in many 
purvamlmamsa works and Dvaita Vedanta works. 

Sri Vyasatlrtha discusses this question in his 
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Tarkatandava and concludes that Upasamhara be 
preferred. 

39. Arthasangraha of Laugaksi Bhaskara Rs. 120 

Edited by : Prof. K.T. Pandurangi $ 4.50 

This is a Purvamimamsa work. It gives a brief 
account of the Purvamimamsa topics spread over 
twelve chapters of Jaimini Sutras in a systematic 
way. Each topic is briefly and clearly explained. The 
examples on the issues stated are given. This is 
published with Kannada and English summery. A 
Glossary of technical terms is added. 

40. Sabdatarangini : Rs. 200 $ 9.95 

This work discusses syntactical and semantical 
theories of Nyaya, Mlmamsa and Vyakarana. The 
author being a scholar of Nyaya, he supports the 
Nyaya view. This work is very useful to understand 
these theories of Sanskrit language. The author Sri 
Vepatturu Subrahmanya Sastry is a distinguished 
scholar of Nyaya and has worked as Prof, of Nyaya 
in Annamalai University. He was honoured by the 
title Panditaraja by Maharaja of Cochin. 

41. Vibhramaviveka : Rs. 200 $ 9.95 

This is a work of Mandanamisra. In this work, the 

theories of Khyati i.e. erronious cognitions are 

discussed. This is the earliest treatise on this 

subject. This problem is discussed in the 

philosophical works of all schools. Therefore, in 
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addition to Vibhramaviveka extracts from all major 
schools on this topic are included in this volume. 
This is very useful for the comprehension of Indian 
Epistemology. 

42. Sankhyakarika : Rs. 260 $ 11.95 

of Ishwara Krishna — Among the six systems of 
Indian Philosophy, Sankhya is an important system. 
Some of its concepts like prakriti and mahat tatva 
are adopted in the three schools of Vedanta. 
However, Sankhya system as such is criticised by 
all the three schools of Vedanta. Sankhyakarika of 
Ishwara Krishna is a central text of Sankhya 
Philosophy. Vachaspathy Misra has written a 
commentary on Sankhyakarika. There are few other 
commentaries including that of Gowdapada. In this 
volume, Sankhyakarika of Ishwarakrishna which has 
seventy two verses is published with Vachaspathy 
Misra’s commentary. The text of Sankhyaprakarika 
is translated both in Kannada and English. 

43. Vyasayogicharita : Rs. 400 $ 18.95 

Vyasayogicharita of Somanatha Kavi is a biography 
of Sri Vyasatlrtha. Its language is refined and the 
style is very effective. It creates deep impression of 
its texture and style. The readers will derive 
immense joy from it. The major events of the life of 
Sr! Vyasatlrtha are depicted in this work long back 
Sri Venkoba Rao had written a detailed English 
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introduction to the first edition of this work. This 
introduction mentions the major events of 
Vijayanagar Kingdom and gives a historical account 
of the same. 

We have also added a brief introduction by Vidwan 
H.V. Nagaraja Rao which brings out the literary 
merit of it.
